The amendment format does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121. The claims 
listing must include an appropriate status identifier for each claim. In the amendment of November 12, 
2004, Claims 1-16 are presented using the status identifier (previously canceled). The final rule change 
provides only 7 permitted status identifiers that may be used in amendments. These are (Original), 
(Currently amended), (Canceled), (Withdrawn), (Previously presented), (New), and (Not entered). 
Appropriate correction is required. See 37 CFR 1.121(c). 

Further, it is noted that the claims are misnumbered. Claim 22 is followed by Claim 24. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Further, the reply is not fully responsive to the drawing issue raised at page 2 of the Office Action 
of 5/19/04. It is noted that the proposed drawing change to Figure 1 has not been presented in red ink, 
despite Applicants' statement on page 7, paragraph 4 of the response. A marked-up copy of the figure has 
not been provided. The Transmittal Letter of November 12, 2004 does not indicate that a marked-up 
copy of Figure 1 was included in the response. Applicant is referred to 37 CFR 1. 121(d)(l)-(2) for 
guidance on drawing amendments. 

Applicant is advised to provide a marked-up copy of amended Figure 2.
